marine R-4, Commander Rodgers 
and his crew elected to finish their 
voyage as they had started it—in 
their 'plane. 


Towed to a point 
off Xawlliwili 


Harbor, small launches attempted 
to take the lines from the submarine 
and the 'plane broke loose and start- 
ed to drift ashore. 


Commander Rodgers and his men 


still refused to be taken off and en- 
deavored to navigate their 'plane to 
the inner harbor and anchor it. 


A Hawaiian swimmer hastened to 


swim to the 
drifting 
seaplane to 


warn Commander Rodgers he was in 
a dangerous place. 


"All right, tow us ashore," he told 


h!m. 


Lines were, then attached and the" 


plane towed to the beach. But Com- 
mander Rodgers and his men re- 
mained aboard until the beach was 
reached. 


Men In Good Condition. 


They were in good condition con- 


sidering the fact that they had been 
without food four days. The plane 
was little the worse for its long 
flight and ten days' sea voyage, except 
for badly smashed 
wings. Other- 


wise she was practically intact. 


The submarine towing the plane 


reached the harbor shortly after. S 
o'clock last night.

Sighted After Nine Days' Search. 


The R-4, which bad been search- 


ing Kanai channel, sighted the miss- 
ing plane at 4:15 yesterday after- 
noon, almost nine days to tbe hour 
from the time that the PN-9 No. 1's 
radio sputtered out its last message: 


~ "Gas getting low, keep close track 


ot the plane."

Washington, Sept. 11.—President 


Coolldge was confronted 
today 
by 


thaipiy divided opinion in his cabinet 
as to what the administration should 
do in the aircraft controversy. 


The president has declined thus 


far to reveal his views in the matter, 
leaving it to the war department to 
deal with Colonel William Mitchell, 
now scheduled for court martial lor 
his attacks on the conduct of military 
aviation. 


Punishing .Mitchell Xot Enough. 
Punishing of Mitchell, however, 


will not oe sufficient, In the opinion 
of Acting Secretary of War 
Davis, 


who favors an imestigation by an 
impartial body to get at the root of 
the problem and to determine, to the 
satisfaction of all concerned, whether 
Mitchell or his superiors m the de- 
partment are right. 


In the meantime, while the war de- 


partment awaited a report from Sau 
Antonio upoa -which will be based 
the court martial proceedings against 
Colonel Mitchell, reports reached of- 
ficials here that Secretary 
of War 


John \V. Weeks will return shortly 
to hia desk here to personally face 
the sfBfrm that has been raised ovei 
military aeronautics. 


Weeks to Defend Department. 
Friends of Weeks have been in- 


formed that the secretary of war Is 
practically restored to health with 
tho exception of a slight shortness of 
breath and that he wants to be oa the 
ground to defend the war department 
v hich he has headed since 1921, from 
the attacks of Mitchell and other $f 
ponents of the policies which he had 
approved.

By the time the first guard ship 


was passed, 200 miles off shore, 
Rodgers had overtaken Snody and 
was neck and neck over that ship, 
the destroyer William Jones. 


Snody's plane was 
_ forced down 


100 miles further on when an oil 
feed pipe of his racer broke. 
He 


was found after an all night search 
by the guard ship William 
Jones 


and towed back to San Francisco. 


Rodgers, however, kept on going. 


At 4 o'clock
